Navy to Reduce 
Fleet According 
to Fund Slash 


Washington, Oct. 31 — (JP)~ 
The 
navy is going to lay xip to 31 war- 
ships and 42 other vessels, to keep 
within the reduced sums it will 
have to spend. 


The "mothballing" 
program, 


announced last night, is part of the 
effort to hold the total spending on 
the armed services to $13,00,000,- 
000 in the fiscal year which begins 
next July 1. That sum compares 
with $15,585,863,498 voted by con- 
gress. 


By next July the navy expects 
to have 237 combat vessels in oper- 
ation as compared with 268 on Sep- 
tember 1. The fleet will be 
re- 
duced by four aircraft carriers and 
the craft which support them. Most 
of the reduction will be in the:At- 
antic fleet. 


Essex class carriers (27,000 tons) 


will be reduced from five to three, 
smaller carriers of about 14,000 
,ons will be increased from three 
,o four and the small "jeep" es- 
cort carriers will be reduced from 
seven to four. 


The navy will keep in operation 
its three big 45000-ton 
carriers, 
the midway, Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and Coral Sea. The same is true of 
the 45.000-ton battleship Missouri..

.Spokesmen for the academy lo- 
cated at nearby Washington, Miss., 
said Klein's gift would keep" the 
school from closing its doors, this, 
year at least. 
But one trustee estimated 
that 


Jefferson would be $10,000 in debt 
ay June and would have to close 
after 147 consecutive years of op- 
eration unless further aid is forth- 
coming. 
The school, which has an aver-
